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the housing defined by the bore of the Second member, 
in use, abutting the abutment face and entirel^ extending over 
the annular grove, 

the annular groove being apart f j/om and intermediate 
the abutment face and the distal end.

22. (new) A connector devic^, comprising: 

a body portion; and 

a stem portion, wherein, 

the body portion comprises a through-bore dimensioned 
to receive a post, 

a wall of the through-bore is provided with a screw 
threaded aperture to receive /a screw for enabling the post to be 
secured axially within the/ through-bore upon tightening of the 
screw, 

the stem porti^bn is of a tubular form and has a major

axis which extends pe^rpendicular to a major axis of the body 
portion, 

the axis/ of the stem portion is a major axis of a 
substantially cylindrical outer surface defined by the stem 
portion, 

the ^substantially cylindrical outer surface of the stem 
portion comprises a recess in the form of a circumf erentially 
extending groove, the major axis of the groove is coincident with 
the major/axis of the stem portion.

23. (new) The connector/ device of claim 22, wherein 
the body portion and the stem portion are integrally formed as a 
single cast piece. 


24. (new) The connector device of claim 22, wherein,

the stem portion is of a hollow form with a cavity defined by the 
stem portion extending /into communication with the through-bore 
of the body portion. 


25. (new) The connector device of claim 22, wherein, a

radial thickness of a wall of the stem portion at the annular

groove is equa4 to a wall thickness at a distal end of the stem 


/ 


portion and at an inner end of the stem portion lying between the 
groove and/the body portion.
